During the school year 1957-58, Annandale High 
might well be compared to a thriving business. Expan- 
sion was its keynote, and its profits in terms of the 
realization of its purpose were overwhelming. 

Nine new classrooms, additional administrative ofh- 
ces, and an entirely new library, its contents now 9,675 
volumes, were constructed at a cost of $171,000.00 in 
preparation for the 1957-58 term. This was necessitated 
by a jump in enrollment from 1,624 to 1,915. An in- 
creased number of faculty members was also required, 
and in September Annandale’s check-in list carried 92 
names. In addition, cafeteria, custodial, and secretarial 
staffs were enlarged to handle the greater work load 
demanded of them. 

Other factors were geared to the problems of a larger 
school. The curriculum offered more subjects, and new 
interest clubs were formed. Wider participation on 
athletic teams, publication staffs, and in the SCA was 
encouraged and enthusiastic interest resulted. Efforts 
were made to provide special educational opportunities 
such as the Jamestown trip sponsored by the Social 
Studies Department. International understanding was 
fostered by the presence of Annandale’s first foreign ex- 
change student. 


All of these diverse components were coordinated and 
joined into a united attempt to enact a program which 
would produce the best product imaginable—well- 
rounded individuals aided in developing their special 
talents and yet given a basic background of knowledge 
on which to build; individuals worthy of respect and 
capable of continuous growth. 


The production of such persons has been and will be 
the aim of all those connected with Annandale High. 
Toward such an end, hundreds of man-hours, thousands 
of dollars, and immeasurable effort have been expended; 
because at Annandale—PEOPLE ARE OUR MOST

In October, 1957, the Annandale High School Faculty 
unanimously endorsed Mr. Donald A. Russell as their 
nominee for a newly established Fairfax Education As- 
sociation award. After due consideration by the Assoc- 
iation, Mr. Russell was presented the annual FEA award 
for Layman Leadership in the Advancement of Public 
Education in Fairfax County. 


Because 1957 was the first year that an award was 
given, Mr. Russell’s contributions since the opening of 
Annandale High in 1954 were considered. 


During the school term 1954-1955, Mr. Russell served 
as the President of the Annandale High SPTA, and was 
instrumental in encouraging the School Board to allo- 
cate money for band instruments and bleacher seats in 
each Fairfax County high school. As a result, 1000 
bleacher seats and $1500 for purchasing band _ instru- 
ments were given each school. 


In 1955-1956, Mr. Russell was Chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of Annandale High’s SPTA, a laison 
representative between that organization and the School 
Board and school administration, and a delegate to the 
Fairfax County Federation of PTA’S. He also con- 
tributed his services as Chairman of the Speaker’s Bureau 
for the $22,000,000 bond issue, and spoke at numerous 
civic gatherings for the purpose of selling the proposed 
bond program to the general public. 


During the session 1956-1957, Mr. Russell was the 
Legislative Committee Chairman for the Annandale 
High SPTA, and a delegate to the Fairfax County Fed- 
eration of PTA’s for that organization. For the Federa- 
tion, he served as Chairman of the School Budget Com- 
mittee, and as a member of the Executive Committee. 
Mr. Russell chaired a special committee for purchasing 
a grand piano for Annandale High School, and person- 
ally donated approximately $100.00 worth of shrubbery 
for the Annandale High grounds. He spent one Satur- 
day helping to plant this and other shrubbery. He was 
also active in the movement to induce the School Board 
to pay $1000.00 toward the purchase of a grand piano 
in each Fairfax County high school. 


Mr. Russell’s civic activities in the interest of youth 
were not, however, limited to the Fairfax County schools. 
He was also very active in the Annandale Methodist 
Church, the Alexandria District of Methodist Churches, 
and the Greater Annandale Recreation Center. 


Therefore we, the editors of the Antenna, would like 
to join the faculty, the administration, and the student 
body of Annandale High in congratulating Mr. Russell 
on receiving the award, and in expressing our sincere 
gratitude for the many services he has rendered our 
school.
